From the Bodie Tres Preasi y 
Editors Free Press:—Under the 
laws of this State does the legend, 
Forever unassessable,’ across the 
face of certificates of mining stock 
a J exempt that stock from as- 
sessment PROSPECTOR. —~ 
No. The best evidence that it does 
not, is that a.corporation/owning and 
working a mine in Bodie, and havirg 
its stock printed “unassessable,’ re- 
cently levied an assessment, and will 
sell and cancel fram its books every 
share of stock upon which such assese- 
ment shall not have been * on the 
day advertised for the sale of delin- 
quent stock. There is no law in this 
State requiring, compelling or author- 
izing any Corporation to issue unass- 
essable stock. There is such a law in 
New York, but the highest judicial 
authority of that State has held that 
in certain cases—as where the action 
of the majority is authorized by the 
original articles of incorporation, or 
where there is full knowledge of the 
transaction on the part of all concern- 
ed there is such tacit acquiescence 
and delay in objecting as to amount 
to laches and estoppel—the corpora- 
tion may legally reorganize or arrange 
its stock on a different basis of valua- 
Mon, levy assessments, etc., without 
the assent of each stockholder-—and 
the majority generally find some way 
to avail themselves of these privileges.
